1 . The applicant in the proposed amendment changes the range of Fe required by 
claim 1 from a range inclusive of 20 weight % Fe (i.e. at least 10 to 20 weight % iron), to 
a range which specifically excludes 20 weight % Fe (i.e. at least 10 weight % but less 
than 20 weight % iron). The proposed range was not earlier presented and is thus a 
new issue that requires further search and consideration to determine patentability.
